NATURAL GAS CO. 
STILL IN BUSINESS 


And Will Recommence. Boring 
Operations. Confident of 
Making Strike. 


P. McNaughton, managing director 
tA the Northwest Gas and Oil Com- 
pany, is by no meats discouraged by 
the adverse vote onthe natural gas 
franchise on Monday. : 

“The natural gas proposition was 
apparently not popular,” he said 
with a smile this morning.  “ But 
we do not purpose discontinuing 
operations. 'e shall resume boring 
within a few weeks. We believe we 
can locate gas in paying quantities 
by boring . deeper, hen we have 
located gas in quantities sufficient to 
supply the city we will come back 
for a franchise. I do not know 
that we shall ask for an exclusive 
franchise next time.” 

The Northwest Gas and Oil Com- 
pany struck gas at 1,400 feet during 
their boring operations last year. The 
flow was 2,000 cubic feet an hour. The 
strike flowed at this rateuntil 5,000,- 
000 feet had been registered, and then 
boring was recommenced and the gas 
pocket closed. Some four cubic feet 
of this gas was sent to Pittsburg for 
expert analysis. The reply from the 
Pittsburg authorities was to the effect 
that the gas was filtered gas, that is, 
it was gas which had found a small 
outlet from a lower strata.

Big Distillery for Winnipeg. 


Winnipeg, June 4—The great dis- 
tillers of Canada, Gooderham and 
Worts, of Toronto, the Hiram Walker 
Co., of Walkerville, Joseph Seagram, 
of Waterloo, the Wiser Company, of 
Prescott, Harry Corby, of Belleville, 
and the Hamilton Distilling Company 
all of whom are interested in the Gen- 
eral Distillery Company of Toronto, 
are completing arrangements to insti- 
tute a great distillery plant in Winni- 
peg, which will make Winnipeg the 
greatest distilling centre of Western 
Canada and the western states of the 
American union Thirty-five acres 
will be required for the enormous 
plant, one of the largest on the con- 
tinent, and twenty-five acres addi- 
tional for cattle sheds capable of 
housing 3,000 to 4,000 head oi cattle 
for fattening purposes for the’ British 
market. 

“Negotiations for the site have not 
been consummated,” said John Har- 
graft whi is representing the General 
Distilleries company, and is a relative 
of the head of the Gooderham firm. 
“T am in Winnipeg, however, for the 
purpose and to make other arrange- 
ments for the institution of the enter- 
prise immediately. The question of 
the site is almost finally decided and 
need not create any worry on the part 
of the real estate men now.” 

“I may say, however,” continued 
Mr. Hargralft, ‘‘that the distillery in 
Winnipeg is for the purpose almost 
entirely of meeting the demands oi 
the growing western market and the 
product will always be high class pot- 
able liquor. From 150 to 200 men will 
be employed the year round, six 
thousand tons of coal used annually 
and from 500,000 to 600,000 bushels of 
grain required every year.”

This is 
not due to any fault of the workings 
of the organization, but rather to a 
lack of support from outside, caused 
no doubt by want of thought rather 
than any other motive. Citizens gen- 
erally doubtless sympathize with the 
movement, and when the matter is 
called to their attention they will ex- 
Press this sympathy in a practical 
manner. 

The main object of the association 
is to preyent cruelty to animals, es- 
pee y to the much abused horse. 

he chief form of cruelty which the 
society wishes to fight against are 
driving lame horses, overloading 
them, the insane use of the whip, the 
use of a check ling, especially when 
used on delivery and check horses, 
the inhumane treatment of . livery 
horses, the wanton killing of birds ty 
catapult, the underfeeding of animals, 
and numerous other forms of cruelty 
to these dumb creatures which are 
unfortunately of frequent occurrence 
in our midst. Almost all classes «of 
animals are subjected to a multitude 
of tortures, and, as Ruskin so aptly 
says, “he who is not actively kind 
is cruel.”

A couple of months ago Conserva- 
tive journals in Ontario essayed a vig 
orous but abortive attempt to create 
an impression that Ontario was being 
discriminated against in the conduct 
of the immigration work. Harrowing 
tales were told of the plight of the 
Ontario farmer whose fields were go 
ing untilled because farm laborers 
could not be secured; and the infer- 
ence appeared reasonable that unless 
something happened the real harrow- 
ing would have to be’ done by the 
farmer’s wife and daughters.

A PROMISING OUTLOOK. 

It appears certain that the total 
crop area of the western provinees is 
materially larber than that of last 
year.

Early Closing By-law Will be 
Enforced--Routine Business 


The early closing by-law was the 
principal item in the bill before the 
city council last night. After receiv- 
isg petitions for and against the by- 
law and hearing arguments for both | 
sides the aldermen decided to stand 
by the by-law by a vote of four to 
two. The by-law will therefore go 
into effect at once, having been 
suspended pending the decision of 
the council at last night’s meeting. 
Beyond thig the business was pf a 
routine nature. : | 

A large number of the business 
men and clerks of the city were pre- 
sent and keenly interested themselves 
in the fate of the early closing by- 
law. When the decision was reach- 
ed the council chamber was quickly 
deserted, | 

The first matter that came up was | 
the receiving of petitions. } 

A communication was read from 
Richmond & Kilpatrick, submitting | 
that ‘they be paid $25 insurance fee 
and that since the company they rep- 
resented had already paid it, they 
asked that the money be refunded. 
The matter was referred to the com- 
missioners to report at next meeting 
of the council. 

Early Closing Law. 

Ex-Mayor Mackenzie submitted a 
petition from the merchants and 
clerks of the city urging no interfer- 
ence with the early closing by-law. 
The petition of east end mer-{ 
chants and citizens submitted at last | 
meeting was read again. Another 
petition from the Trades and Labor 
Council was read supporting the by- 
law.

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“The atoakmen of America to-day 
may be divided into three distinct 
classes so far as their work in the 
production of cattle is concerned, 
namely; beef cattle men, dual pur- 
ps9 cattle men, and the strictly 
laity cattle men. The latter class 
onlin their attention to the strictly 
daity breeds. The first two men- 
tioned classes have always been more 
or legs interested in shorthorn cattle. 
They constitute a very large class in 
America today, and their demands 
are worth catering to. 

What Beef Breeders Demand. 

“Now what do apf domand? The 
beef cattle man is directly concerned 
in the production of meat. He must 
be guided in his operations by the de- 
mands of the packing house man. 
Thus, we must start at the packing 
house and work back to the farm. 
The packing-house men ate demand- 
ing low-set, wide, deep, blocky ani- 
mals, with the rs possible per- 
centage of high-priced cuts, and the 
least possible amount of waste and 
cheap meats. In addition these ani- 
mals must possess a. very _ liberal 
allowance of lean meat, intermingled 
with the fat, so as to present an even- 
ly marbled appeatance. These steers 
are the kind that have been winnin 

{ the championships in the individual 
and car load lot exhibits at the lead- 
ing American fat stock shows. If 
you expect to meet the best demands 
of the f cattle man, you must pro- 
duce bulls of thia type, because high- 
class steers have never been sired by 
an inferior bull. | These are the mar- 
ket demands, and no attention what: 
ever is paid to the color or the pedi- 
gree of the ateer, provided his form 
meets with the approval of the eye 
and his flesh the touch of the 
buteher. Will the type of shorthorn 
that you are ngewe | fill the bill? 
If not, and this is the market you 
are breeding for, you should either 
make a change for the better, else 

t out of the shorthorn breeding 
Cainen. 

The Lual Purpose Cow. 

“The dual purpose cattle man de- 
mands an animal that combines in a 
liberal way the ability to convert food 
into milk and butter fat when. used 
in the dairy, and to flesh rapidly 
when placed in the feed lot, and 
whose calves will develop into very 
acceptable fat bullocks. The fact 
that an animal does not meet the 
demands of the beef cattle man is 10 
criterion that it is a dual purpose 
beast. In the great majority of in- 
stances ‘it is unmistakeable evidence 
that it does not belong to any profit- 
able class of animals. Just because 
some good milking animals are rather 
high off the ground and do _ not 
possess all the characteristics essen- 
tial in the make up of the ideal beef 
bullock, is no guarantee that every 
animal that does not possess the ap. 

roved beef-type must be desirable 

@) om the standpoint of milk produc- 

Q mn. That there is a dual purpose 
animal cannot be successfully contra- 
dicted, and it is a regrettable fact 
that these animals are iar too few in 
numbers for the best interests of the 
farmers of the Middle West. That 
the breeder who atoente to perpeta- 
ate both beef and milk in the same 
animal has a most difficult task to 
perform, cannot be denied, but it can 
be done, and the man who does it 
will be well repaid for his trouble. 


Must Improve Milking Qualities. 

“This ig one of the lines of work 
that breeders of shorthorn cattle must 
take up. No breed excels the short- 
horn from the standpoint of beef and 
milk, where proper care has been 
used in the selection and mating cof 
the animals. But this matter must 
be given more consideration. Short- 
horn men, as a class, have been work- 
ing the bluff game too long. The 
time is at hand when the shorthorn 
cow must be more reliable from the 
standpoint of a milk producer if she 
is to retain the position which she 
has so nobly occupied for almost a 
century; the world’s'most famous beef 
and butter cow. It is up to the 
breeders of this breed to say whether 
or not she must lose her place, b 
there is one thing that is certain, 
there muet be more milk, else there 
will be fewer of the reds, the whites, 
and the roans. 


How to Effect improvements, 


“Having discussed the essentials 
that are, and will be demanded of the 
shorthorn cattle, another important 
pein has been reached, How aie we 

improve the breed, maintain a high 
andard of excellence, and let those 

tside of our own fraternity know 
Qh shat we are doing. In the first place, 
“ho breed of animals has*ever been 
brought to » high standard of excel- 
lence, and that standard maintained 
for any considerable length of time, 
where a vigorous process of weeding 
out the inferior animals and the re 
taining of only those animals o/ the 
desired type was not pursued. Even 
where the most rigid precautions in 
this direction are pursued, inferior 
animals among the offspring are il- 
ways too much in evidence. Tuo 
much stress and attention cannot bc 
iven .to this phase of the work 
reeders must castrate move of thei: 
oung bulls. 

“A Good Steor vs. A Poor Bull. 

This is not poor economy. It is 
much more profitable to produce a 
$7i.steer than a $60 bull, Just as 

long as you produce $60 bulls you 
will have buyers for that class of ani- 
nals, Just as long as you produce 
$60 bulls jou are depreciating the 
value of shorthora cattle en:

ginner in the business that long legs, 
coarse shoulders, light bodies, flat 
ribs, cock horns, and cat hams are 
sure indications of milking qualities 
in the young bull, especially if his 
dam did not have enough milk to halt 
nourish him during the first five 
months of his life. Keep only those 
young bulls for breeding purposes that 
you would deem good enough to use 
at the head of your own herd, and 
then you will be doing a noble and 
lasting work for the breed. 
Keep Milking Records. | 

“So much for the methods of im- 
proving and maintaining the standard 
of the breed. The next step ih our 
work is to demonstrate that we have 
the goods. How can this be best 
accomplished? There is an old and 
very true saying that “ Nothing suc- 
ceeds like success.” Just apply this 
to the animals of the orthorn 
breed. The best way to demonstrate 
that the shorthorn cow is capable of 
producing milk and butter is to keep 
a yearly record of the amount ct 
milk and butter fat she produces. Do 
this yourself, because. no sane man 
will accept the calf’s word for what the 
dam can do. The man who will 
keep such records and who owns good 
producing cows will experience nv 
difficulty in disposing of all of his 
bull calves at ‘very remunerative 
prices as fast as they reach a ser- 
viceable age, because there is a 
strong and growing demand for this 
elass cf shorthorn cattle.” 

Another important point in demon- 
strating to the public the value oi 
pure-bred cattle urged by Professor 
Kennedy is that of bringing out first- 
class well-fitted specimens of the 
breed to the fat stock shows, For 
this purpose the best ig none too good 
for there is’ no better advertisement 
for any beef breed than the winning 
of prizes at the fat stock shows.

OFINTEREST TO BREEDERS. 


The Department of Agriculture has 
prepared a poster for distribution 
calling attention to the terms and 
eh es of the Horse Breeders’ 
ordinance that should be of interest 
to all iarmers and horsemen at this 
season of the year. 

The Horse Breeders’ Ordinance re- 
quires that every person or firm trav- 
eling or standing a stallion for hire or 
gain must hold a, vertificate of en- 
rollment from thé Department of 
Agriculture giving the name, colowi 
and age and stating whether the ani- 
mal is “pure bred,” ‘grade’ or 
“cross bred.’’ 

The object of this compulsory en- 
rollment is to protect farmers and 
stallion owners against unwarranted 
claims for horses as being pure bred 
and registered when they are not. 
The farmer is not always in a_posi- 
tion to. know whether the certificate 
produced by a stallioner is a genuine 
one or, if genuine, of any value; 
consequently every stallion owner is 
required to forward the pedigree cer- 
tificate of his horse to the depart- 
ment for examination. If it is found 
to be in a reliable stud book, depart- 
ment certificafe is issued stating that 
the horse is a ‘“pure-bred” animal. 
If the pedigree certificate forwarded 
is not in a reliable stud book, or the 
owner cannot produce one, no mat- 
ter what claims he may make, only a 
“grade” certificate will be issued. 

Further protection, 1s given by every 
stallioner being compelled to post a 
notice containing a copy of the de- 
partment’s certificate on the inside 
and outside of the main door of 
every stable the stallion ‘stands in, 
also all advertising issued must 
contain a copy of the department’s 
certificate. It is the duty of every 
farmer and stallioner to protect him- 
self and the horse-breeding industry 
by seeing that every stallion in his 
district is enrolled with the depart- 
ment. The enrollment fee is $2. 

The penalties contingent upon vio- 


dation of the requirements of the or- 


dinance are as follows: 

Twenty-five dollars on summary 
cenviction before any justice of the 
peace: ’ 

1. For not having stallion enrol- 
led with the department. 

2. For not having copy of depart- 
ment’s certificate on stable door. 

3. For not having copy of depart- 
ment’s certificate on all advertising.
